Stettler woman National 
Silver Cross Mother 


OTTAWA - Mrs. Annie 
Rudd, an 83 year old Silver 
Cross Mother from Stettler, 
Alberta, will represent Cana- 
dian motherhood here as the 
nation remembers its war 
dead on November 11. She 
had three sons in the service, 
two of whom were killed 

Sapper Thomas Rudd was 
killed in France in September, 


1944 while serving with the * 


Royal Canadian Engineers, 
6th Field Park Company. He 
was aged 25. 

Sgt. Francis Rudd was 
killed over Hanover, Germ- 
any, October 10, 1943 while 
serving as an air gunner with 
the RCAF. He was 19 years of 
age. 

A third son, Captain Jack 
Rudd, who is still serving with 
the PPCLI, saw service in 
World War 11 in Continental 
Europe and Africa with the 
Calgary Highlanders and the 
Loyal Edmonton Regiment. 
He was wounded in Italy in 
1944. He has also served in 
Korea. 

A grandson is presently 
serving in the PPCLI as an 
exchange officer attached to 
the Royal Green Jackets in 
England. 

Mrs. Rudd's 85 year old 
husband, Thomas, will acc- 
ompany her to Ottawa. He is a 
dual war veteran, having 
served in the British Army in 
World War 1 and in the 
Veterans Guard of Canada in 
World War 11. He was 
awarded the Military Medal 
in World War 1. Mr. Rudd 
farmed in the Stettler area for 
almost 40 years.

senate. 

There are at present 18 
Standing Committees of the 
House of Commons (e.g. - 
Agriculture, Indian Affairs 
and Northern Development, 
Transport and Comunicat- 
ions, etc.), each with a set 
number of members (most 
cannot exceed 29). 

Special Committees are set 
up to discuss a contemporary 
matter of great concern, one 
which does not fall within the 
portfolio of a Standing Com- 
mitee.
